They 
refused to comply, with the result above 
stated. The luar.Hlial \\ut then appeared 
and opentd lire on the men outsiilo. The 
citizens gathered rapidly, and the robbers, 
seeing that the game was up, ipiickly 
mounted and galloped awuy, without hav- 
ing secured their bijoty. Within tan min- 
utes thirty nion were ill hot pursuit, and 
tho chances are that the robbers will be 
captured and sniiiiiiiirily dealt with 
There is no clue to tlieir idiMititicalinn.

— The Tribuen 
thus suniniiirizea the .letter published 
therein by Geiiaral liadeau: "An amaz- 
ing letter appears ill our columns from 
Colonel Badeau, who was recently consul 
general at Havana. It is at once an in - 
dictment of tho administration and an ap- 
peal to the country for justice. He char- 
acterized the .state depariinuiit with grave 
derelictions from public duly, with gross 
neglect of the rights and injuries of Am- 
erican citizens in Cuba, with incompe- 
tency and ignorance in negotiatinj; an 
ill-conditioned coniuiorcial treaty, with 
screening and Hupp(jrtiiig a corrupt con- 
sular clerk, iMid with nuinerous other sins 
of coMimissioii anil oini-SHMn. liadeau, find- 
ing himself ill a false position at Havana 
and unable to present mid substantiate 
his charges in an oflicial way, resigned 
his posititni. He lias returned, bristling 
with grievances and accusations, and evi- 
dently bent upon a herce war upon the 
state department. Char^'cs ho sorioUH as 
these will reipiire an immediate investi- 
gation. Badeau is clearly prepared to lay 
hia caae before a congiesalunal commit- 
tee. 

Kalamazoo, March 30. — The poor- 
house of Van liiiren county, located near 
Hartford, Alicli., was Inirned last night 
and 15 or IC inmates lost their lives in the 
llames.

EGYPT. 

LoNDo.N, April 29.— Sir Evelyn Baring 
has advised tho government to abandon 
the Soudan after relieving General Gor- 
don.

Ferry awaits fresh oxplanatioius from Eng- 
land before accepting the invitation to an 
Egyptian conference. 

Orders liuve been aeiit to Cairo to es- 
tablish a special mcs.suiiger post to con- 
vey dispatches to General Cordon, livery 
village between Berber and Khartoum is 
reported to be in rebellion. 

Caiho, April 30. — Hussein Pasha tele- 
graphs that he is still at Berber, and it is 
loo late to retreat. Tho town is complete- 
ly surroundod and the garrison utterly 
disheartened. 

CHINA. 

Pauls, April 20. It is now aflirined 
that if China refuses to comply with tho 
demands of I'atetiolre, France will occupy 
certain territory as a guarantee therefor, 
and bIiouI^I China aftor\Yard paraist in 
holding out against ll^o denianda, Ainerica 
or Russia \Yill be asked to arbitrate in the 
mutter.

OUE INDUSTRIAL PROSl'ECTS. 

Tho ideas iiboiit tho Island railway in 
some quarters are vury peculiar. iMaiiy 
people appear to hold that it is the last 
thing that is required by the province and 
that its construction is merely a whim of 
the Dominion i,'oi ui uineiit to relieve its 
treasury of §7rjO,000 in hard cash. Others 
hold that the railway is built solely for 
developing the coal lands which have been 
80 "ruthlessly betrayed into tiio liands of 
the spoiler," yet these people with straiifje 
inconsistency assert that it will never pay 
to bring coal to Estiiiinmlt or Victoria by 
rail. But now that tho construction of 
the railway is an accomplishoJ fact those 
people all unite in pieteniiinj,' they do not 
want it. Now the island railway is 
neither a waif nor a stray; built fui a 
whim, or to develop the coallands of a 
private company who will not only have 
to build it but maintain it in runiiiii!,' 
order under all ciuiditinns. It is virtu- 
ally a portion of the Canadian I'acific, a 
connecting link with the seaboard at \'ic 
toria, which will becdine its teraiiiius aa 
regards tlio future through trathc from 
Japan, China and Australia. This is the 
great mission of the Island line, though it 
will have other subsidiary ones, and one of 
these will bo encoura!.;iiiL; the introduction 
of foreign capital and the enlargement of 
homo industries, both in Victoriii and 
alon;; the line. It is no stretch of im- 
agination to assert that in the no distant 
future the main line will probably have 
its branches, the result of industries which 
are yet undeveloped. For in-stance, it is 
well known that there are hed.s of anthra- 
cite coal at Cowichan and the province has 
long been waiting the advent of a woollen 
mill and offering large rewards for their 
■ establishment. Hut ono industry indi- 
rectly leads to the introduction of others 
because it attracts capital and easy com- 
munication anil encoui;i^e.i on terprise. 
Our silver leads have already bi-L,'iin to at- 
tract attention. Then there are iron de- 
posits which, according to Professor Djiw- 
son,are very rich and accessible. Mines of 
magnetic ore assayint; (iH.-t of iron with a 
low percentage of [ilioaiihoru.i or other 
objectionable irnpuri 1 1 e.H are known to e.xi.st. 
Some o.xperiinent.s liave already l)een made 
with this ore, untl it in inipo.s.'iilile that the 
iron and the coal will not meet in the fur- 
nace of the future. I'rofessor Dawson 
also states that a railway opening up a sec- 
tion across the entire width of the [jro- 
vince will give a great impetus Icj the min- 
ing industries which have hitherto suH'ered 
from isolation and the cost of sujjpliea. 
A sugar refinei'y ha» long been contem- 
plated in Victoria, and there is little doubt 
if commenced on ii aufticiently large aoalo 
ao as to defy the competition of its rivals 
in the east, it would [)rove a jiaying in- 
vestment and give a large timuunt uf em- 
ployment to the population of the city. 
In fact, it is ditticult to say where capital 
would not find something to take hold of, 
as the i)rovince is as yet comparatively 
iindeveUjped whether we consider lum- 
bering, fishing, agriculliiie, or mining. 
To all of these enterprises the capitalists 
who have undertaken the Island railway 
will directly or indirectly lend their aid 
and without them there would ben "mis- 
sing link" which nothing could supply ,and 
the want of which would bo a constant 
stumbling block to the progress of the 
country.

Mo.NTUKAL, Aprill2'2. — 'I'ho rumor that 
Mr. Duncan Mclntyre has resigned tho 
vico-presidoncy of tho Canadian Pacific 
railway ia generally credited hero. His 
action is understood to have been prompt- 
ed by prolonged and serious differolices 
between himself and the president, Mr. 
lioorge Stephen, regarding the policy of 
the Canadian Pacific towards the Ontario

I am assured by the best au- 
thority that Mr. Mclntyre has not sold a 
single share of his large holding of stuck.

The recent Cincinnati mob, with its 
fearful coiiaoquencea, will long hold 
bloody distinction. .-Xs an expression, 
however, of luiblic dissatiafaction .with 
th.e puiiiahnient of a murderer, it ia not 
without a parallel in the 01d_ World. How 
readily, indeed, it recalls the description 
which Scott sjives (in the "Heart of Mid- 
lothian'") of the awful riot which is still 
remembered in I'jdinburgli, though it oc- 
curred more than a century and a lialf 
ago. 'i'lu.s is the hral instance oil record 
of breaking into jail for tho purpose of 
l)iiiii.sliiiiga priaoiier, and hence is worthy 
of reieroiico. Tho circumstiiuCes are aa 
follows: An execution had just taken 
place, but the sympathy of the- masses 
wore with the culprit, hence the military 
was required and tho city guard waa in 
attendance under command of Capt.Porte- 
ous. Tho latter was much enraged by the 
violence of some of the populace, and at 
last ordered his men to fire, which waa 
done, with fatal effect. This led to wide- 
spread and intense excitement, and Porte- 
ous wa.s arrested, tried and convicted of 
murdi'r. lie was sentonced to death, but 
the baud uf the executiuner was said b) a 
respite gr, lilted by ruyal authority. 

This interference exasperated the public 
to such a degree that tho town bell waa 
rung at midnight and the vast gathering 
having found a loader became a lawless 
mob. They stormed the tolbooth (cr 
prisuii), dr;igged forth tho unfortunate 
captain and hanged him in tho public 
Nquaro aftor whicii they immediately dis- 
persed. Ftl'orta were made to detect the 
leaders, but without success, and, in fact, 
it was impossible to convict any one. A 
number fled .however, to escape what they 
feared might be the conaequeiices, and 
Scott says that in aftor years whonever 
any man returned aftor a long absence he 
would be generally supposed to have been 
one of tho Porteous >nob. Scott makes 
the aceno an impressive feature in tho 
"Heart id .Midlothian , "and perhaps ^ome 
future novelist may make tho same use of 
the terrible riot in Cincinnati. — New York 
Corr.
